DOWNING OF LIBYAN AIRLINER 
Israel says condemnation 


by aviation body is 
a political move 


MONTREAL. — Israeli officials here 
yesterday labelled the International 
Civil Aviation Organization's (ICAO) 
condemnation of Israel for the crash 
of a Libyan airliner as a “political” 
move, which did not refer at all 
to the investigation of an ICAO 
team. 


The resolution, passed 27-0 by the 
30-member ICAO governing council 
on Tuesday, “strongly condemned” 
Israel for bringing down a Libyan 
Arab Airlines Boeing 727 airliner 
over Sinai on February 21, 1973, 
and for the raid on Beirut airport

Meir Rosenne, legal adviser to the 
Foreign Ministry, who headed the 
Israeli delegation, said that there 
is “no doubt there is an interma- 
tional double standard. When it 
comes to Israel, states do not vote 
in accordance with the facts.” The 
real-facta, as shown in. an me 
investiga team's, report._ whi 
“cleared. areel of.:,responsibility ‘for 
the tragedy in which more than 100 
persons died, “are utterly irrelevant 
to thig kind of situation,” he said.

Sapir: special 
funds to raise 
$1,000m. 


Finance Minister Pinhas Sapir 
told the Knesset Finance Commit- 
tee on Tuesday bhat various ‘funds 
for special projects" were expected 
to raise some $1,000m. for educa- 
tion, health and social projects 
over the next five years. 


Mr, Sapir, who repeatedly denied 
the existence of a “Sapir Fund,” 
brought along several of his fellow 
ministers to explain the contribu- 
tions to the work of their offices. 
At the start of the session, Com- 
mittee chairman ‘Yisrael Kargman 
overruled a motion for an open de- 
bate from Gaha! Committee mem- 
ber Yohanan Bader. 


Mr. Sapir said that of the $1,000 
million, $280m. had already been 
Pledged for general projects and 
agreements had been signed for 
$270m. out of a total of $370m. 
which was Intended to be spent on 
maintenance of the universities. The 
remaining $450m. was expected to 
be raised in the next five years. 

Some $140m. would go towards 
educational development and $25m. 
on building 60 high schools, 20 for 
Arab children. The funds would also 
collect $30m, to build 2,500 kinder- 
gartens, and $45m. to set up 600 
day-care centres, he said. 

A further $225m. would be raised 
to add 10,000 more hospital beds 
and expand nursing education, while 
another $100m. would go into build- 
ing and equipping homes for the 

welfare institutions and voca-

Big nuclear test: 
shakes Las Vegas 


LAS VEGAS (AP). — One of the 
largest underground nuclear tests 
ever conducted at the Nevada test 
site went off on schedule yesterday, 
causing shock waves felt as far as 
Las Vegas. 

An Atomic Energy Commission 
spokesman said the blast, with a 
yield of between 200,000 and one 
million tons of TNT, was detonated 
in the Pahute Mesa area of the 
desert test site.

Las Vagas is 200 kms. away 
from the test site,

‘Warsaw Hangman’ gets 
12 years, but is freed 


BONN. — Dr. Ludwig Hahn, 65, 
former Gestapo chief in Warsaw, 
was sentenced to 12 years imprison- 
ment by a Hamburg court yesterday 
for complicity in the mass murder 
of Jews and Poles in Warsaw's in- 
famous Paviak Jail between 1941 
and 1948. 

But Hahn, known as the “Hang- 
man of Warsaw," will not have to 
serve his sentence because of poor 
health. 

The public prosecutor had de- 
manded@ 47 terms of life imprison- 
ment for Hahn. The court acquitted 
him on most of the charges because 
of “the tenuous nature of the evi- 
dence after so many years.” 

A second accused, former SS Rot- 
tenfuehrer Thomas Wippenbeck, 65, 
was sentenced to two years impri- 
sonment for complicity: but he will 
not serve his sentence because he 
had “acted under military orders.” 


POLISH REACTION 


In Warsew, a senior Polish official 
said that the 12-year prison sen- 
tence passed on Hahn by the West 


German court was outrageous in its 
leniency. He said the term was an 
outrage “both from the legal and 
moral points of view." 

Dr. Czeslaw Pilichowski, Director 
of the Central Commission for the 
Investigation of Nazi Crimes in Po- 
land, said Poland would do every- 
thing possible to have Hahn tried 
again “for 811 the crimes committed 
by him in Poland during the Second 
World Wer.” 

Meanwhile, a West Berlin court 
has sentenced a former Nazi con- 
centration camp official to life im- 
prisonment for shooting a Jewish 
prisoner in the head, after setting 
several fierce dogs on him. 

The court found 65-year-old Kar!- 
Heinz Bigell guilty of having mur 
dered the Jew in a camp near Cra- 
cow in 1943, where he was employ- 
ed in the supply department. 

The prisoner was seriously wound- 
ed by the dogs and then shot in 
the head. Bigell told the court that 
he tried to keep the dogs away 
from the- prisoner and “only shot 
him out of pity.” (INA, Reuter)

PARIS (Reuter). — U.S. President- 
jal envoy Henry Kissinger and the 
North Vietnamese politburo member 
Le Duc Tho met here yesterday in 
a new round of talks to salvage the 
battered Vietnam peace pact and 
make the cease-fire effective. 

The two men, who negotiated the 
peace agreement signed here on 
January 27, last met two weeks ago. 
In intensive talks which totalled 26 
hours, they tried then to plug the 
loopholes in the peace agreements 
and work out what they hope to 
be a foolproof system to stop cease- 
fire violations on all sides. 

On his arrival here from Wash- 
ington on Tuesday night, Dr. Kissin- 
ger said that if he‘and Le Due The 
continued the progress and coope- 
tative spirit that was shown the 
last time, “then the prospects are 
reasonably good that we might con- 
elude in this round.” 

Yor the first time in the history 
of the Vietnam peace negotiations, 
White House spokesman Fon Zieg- 
ler attended yesterday's meeting, 
held at a villa owned by the French 
Communist Party in the suburban 
Gif-Sur-Yvette. 

In Washington, it waa stated that 
President Nixon wanted Mr. Ziegler 
to familiarize himself with some 
particular aspects of the Vietnam 
peace agreement and to have a bet- 
ter substantive grasp of the igsues 
involved.

A Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man said the Japanese Government 
had pointed out that its constitu- 
tion prohibited it from sending 
troops to any foreign country. 

The spokesman said that South 
Vietnam had approached Japan be- 
cause it was one of Asia's biggest 
powers and had the facilities to 
carry out a role on the commission 
in a serious and impartial manner.

Justice Kahn, in concurring that 
the appeal should be dismissed, 
noted that the appellants had not 
challenged the fact that the dis- 
covery of a wew and unexpected 
use for a known product fs patent- 
able, They had argued, on the con- 
trary, that the issue centred on the 
use of a Imown product for the 
medical treatment of human beings 
and that In accordance with the 
law ln- England methods of medical 
treatment are not patentable. 

He for his part agreed with 
Justice Witkkon, heM Justice Kahn, 
that because of the differences be- 
tween the Patents and 1 
Ordinance, which is the law appli- 
cable to the case under constdera- 
tion, and the English Patents Act, 
there Is no obligation on the Xsrael 
courts to follow in the footsteps 
of English Law. The question arises, 
therefore, he continued, 85 .to 
whether the court should refuse to 
be fettered by any restrictions with 
respect to patent alpplitcations for 
methods of treatment of human 
diseases, or whether some distinc- 
‘don should be drawn between patent 
applicattons for such methods and 
all other patent applications. He, 
unlike Justice Witkon, he held, 
‘was not prepared to equate all 
these applications, as he thought 
there were serious and weighty 
reasons for not creating, by way 
of letters of patent, ἃ monopoly 
with respect to any particular 
method of medical treatment, when 
Daaikere οὐ Ue, snd .Geath, ον για" 
Ieviating human ‘ering, may be 
affected. This was also the attitude 
adopted by the Israel legislature, he 
continued, when section 
7(1) of the new-Patents Law, which 
provides that no patient shall be 
Branted for a method of therapeutic 
treatment of the human body. This 
restriction, hoerever, does not pre- 
clude granting a patent for an in- 
vention relating to the use, for the 
first time, for therapeutic purposes, 
of a known substance or composi- 
tion which had til then not been 
used for treating the human body 
(gee JIB.

NCELLOR Willy Brandt's 

visit to Israel, which begins 
today, is a milestone in the re- 
lations between Israel and Ger- 
many. 

It comes at a time when Ger- 
many's prominent role in Euro- 
pean and world affairs has gain- 
ed wide recognition, and at ἃ 
time when Israel, which has 
traditionally looked to Europe 
for friendship and trade, is in- 
tent on opening a new relation- 
ship with the Common Market. 

The visit of any leading Ger- 
man is bound to evoke in all 
Israelis memories of the past 


which continue to haunt us as 
a nation and as individuals, That 
past cannot be erased nor forgot- 
ten, but it also cannot be per- 
mitted to disrupt the delicate 
and important tionships that 
have evolved between Israel an 
Germany over the years. 

Mr. Brandt's predecessors in 
office did their share in bridging 
what at one time seemed to be 
an impassable abyss. And he has 
continued to nourish and pro- 
mote these ties. He has under- 
stood the unique nature of the 
relations between Germans and 
Jews. He has declined to join 


ἃ future of 


those in Germany who call for 
“normalization” of relations 
which are by their v nature 
unique. He has also understood, 
in a way that some quarters in 
Germany have not, that_improv- 
ed relations between Germany 
and the Arab states should not 
and cannot be achieved at Is- 
rael’s expense. 

The conversations that will be 
held between Mr. Brandt and 
Premier Golda Meir are not ex- 
pected to_ lead to any dramatic 
results. But th will surely 
help clarify Israel's future ties 
with Germany and with Europe 
asa whole. 


Given the changes that are 
now taking place as a result of 
the fast growing relations be- 
tween Western Europe and the 
Communist states — changes 
initiated. in large part by Mr. 
Brandt — such an opportunity 
for high level talks on the 
Israel’s links with 
Germany and Europe is especial- 
ly timely and useful. 

Mr. Brandt comes as the first 
German head of Government to 
visit Israel while in office. This 
fact in itself gives his visit prime 
significance and should set a 
course for the future develop- 
ment of relations between Bonn 
and Jerusalem.
